We know, from 
Luther’s own acknowledgmen that 
it was not until after he had taken his 
Doctor’s Degree that he attained this 
view of justification by faith alone 
without works. Luther himself sets 
the date of this discovery as the year 
1519, when he recommenced his work 
on the Psalms, in the Preface of that 
work. 

It was at quite another place and at 
another time that Luther’s “Dig idea“ 
came like a flash into his darkened 
mind In the Latin edition of his 
works (published in 1545) he speaks of 
the great distress of mind under which 
he labored while engaged on the 
work He was then still Heine i 
the Augustinian priory at Wittenberg. 
He had not yet been excommunicated 
from the bosom of the Catholic 
Church. It was not until the follow- 
ng year (1520) that the Bull, Exsurge 
Domine, was issued by Pope Leo X.

lost? It is the belief of all times that 


they were lost. Did He, then, release 
souls from the hell of the damned? 

. This is one of the difficulties of 
Holy Scripturé. To explain it, we 
have saints and theologians giving 
various readings of ancient manu- 
scripts, and expressing many views. 


. It would take us entirely out of our 


way if I were to attempt to give you 
those views; and, unless we were very 
learned and critical, we should not un- 
derstand, and therefore would not 
benefit much in the end. But even 
from a simple text like this we can 
see that in the scriptures, as St. 
Peter himself says, “there are certain 
things hard to be understood.” (II 
Peter, iii, 16.) This your own reason 
would tell you; for the sacred writers 
wrote under the inspiration of the 
Holy Ghost. Human writers “are as 
dumb beasts (in the knowledge of di- 
vine and heavenly things), yet speak 
with man’s voice.” (Ibid, ii, 16.) And 
I believe it is even possible that, when 
the divine afflatus had passed away 
from them, those holy writers were 
not able wholly to interpret what they 
themselves had written. You may un- 
défgtanhd this by recalling what some- 
times happens in dreams. While un- 
der the inspiration, as it were, of 
the dream, you see plainly a close al-

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TRUE EDUCATION. 

This week is set aside as American Education Week. 
Its purpose, as President Coolidge’s proclamatiof points 
out, is to reiterate the important mission of our schools. It 
is a truism that as “no chain is stronger than its weakest 
link,” so the nation is no stronger than its citizenry. The 
purpose of the school is to train the youths of our land in 
those things that will mean success in the fullest sense of 
the term Christ, the great teacher of mankind, said: 
“What doth it profit a man if he gain the whole world and 
suffer the loss of his soul?” His Church, actuated by His 
teachings, is convinced that no amount of secular education, 
important as it is, can take the place of the training of 
man’s moral nature. The follo quotation from the 
Bishops’ pastoral letter clearly states the position of the 
Catholic Church on this question: “An education that 
quickens the intelligence and enriches the mind with knowl- 
edge, but fails to develop the will and direct it to the prac- 
tice of virtue, may produce scholars, but it cannot produce 


good men.” 


That the good members of our laity are convinced of 
the efficiency and necessity of religious education .s evi- 
denced by a survey of Catholic educational institutions that 
dot our land. These seats of learning have been built as a 
labor of love; they represent the years and tears of untir- 
ing toil and sacrifice; these acta of self-denial, practiced by 
parents that their children might be able to receive a re- 
ligious education, have been equailed and excelled only by 
the sacrifices of our religious teachers. The rapid strides 
that our Catholic school system has made, in this country, 
during the past one-half century, have been made possible 
not only because of the untiring zeal and efforts of the 
Bishops and priests, not only because of the generous co- 
operation of the laity, but especially through the sacrifices 
of our religious teachers. 

These men and women, who, for the love of God, have 
consecrated themselves to the care of God's little ones, are 
imbued with the siprit which has been so well expr by 
pop Leo XIII, when he said: “Where the right education 
of youth is concerned, no amount of trouble or labor can be 
undertaken, how great soever, but that ever greater still 
may not be called for.” 

During this American Education Week, when the minds 
of parents and educators are filled with thoughts pertaining 
to education, we should reflect upon and attempt to appre- 
ciate ies au of the religious teacher in the school. 
Every during the plastic time of his school days, 
forms ideals; the child is given to imitation. Naturally the 
child, who perceives the self-effacement and self-restraint 
which long training effects in the lives of the religious 
teachers, is prompted to imitate. When the child observes 
that the teacher has left the ways of the world to become a 
closer follower of the lowly Nazarene: when the very garb 
of the religious teacher strikingly tells of the renunciation 
of the world and all its vanities to practice a life of self- 
denial; when the teacher's daily life is a noble example for the 
child, there we find the true education. Only the revelations 
of Judgment Day will make us realize the benefit, to Gath- 
olic Education, exerted by our religious teachers.

However, in almost every 1 of any 
size in our great country ere are 
first class parochial schools in charge 
of various religious orders, nearly if 
not all, of which are, on a parity with 
each other and with all other schools 
for that matter, too. Some parents 
may agree for the sake of argument 
that this is true in certain sections of 
the country, particularly in the larger 
cities, but on the other hand such is 
not the case in the smaller or less 
prosperous cities. The fundamental 
principles upon which the various re- 
ligiofs orders operate the parochial 
schools are well defined in many 
periodicals. Where such religious or- 
ders are in L eeeeee. the same i 
* are e regardless o 

size of ia sc 1 the city in which 
the school is located. A few illustra- 
tions of what has been ously 
written may better acquaint many 
with the rules and regulations of the 
teaching orders of their faith. 

In the “Cyclopedia of Education,” 
1915 edition, edited by Mr. Paul Mon- 
roe, Ph. D., at page 200, quoting from 
a copy of the rule of the Ursuline 
Community published in Paris in 
1705, he says: “The Ursuline Order 
has been instituted, not only for the 
salvation and perfection of its mem- 
bers, but also in order that they may 
help and serve their neighbor by the 
instruction of young girls, whom they 
must labor to bring up in the fear and 
love of God, leading them in the way 
of salvation, teaching them every so- 
cial and Christian virtue, and prepar- 
ing them to be a source ‘of’ edification 
to others by the practice of these 
virtues.” And he further quotes from 
the rule of the Order cited: “Concern- 
ing the preparation of the teachers, 
the principal end of the Ursuline’s 
education being to give a good and 
solid foundation to young persons, 
according to their condition, all the 
teaching religious ought to prepare 
themselves in the sciences and arts so 
as to be always capable of meeting 
the exigencies and to be thoroughly 
master of all that they may be called 
upon to teach.” As passing comment 
here it mig be well to note tha 
“The first Ursuline convent or schoo 
in the present limits of the United 
States was located at New Orleans 
in 1727.“ Others were established in 
n arts of the country at later 
dates ith further reference to this 
and other teaching Orders, the follow- 
ing might be written. The Catholic 
Encyclopedia, 1918 edition, Vol. III, 
page 631, says? “The Ursulines be- 
*. their foundation at Charleston, 

in 1834, and have had as pupils 
4.4 of the leading citizens of 
the state.” The same authority, 1909 
edition, Vol. V, page 471, says: “In 
1880 Bishop England established in 
C harleston the Sisters of Our Lady of 
Merey“—“ to educate the feniales of 
the middling class of society; also to 
have a school for free colored girls, 
and to give eg ious instructions to 
female slaves; they will also devote 
themselves to the service of the sick.”
